been slow to adjust themselves to 
strange customs and acquire a new- 
language.

world. 


Reversing the natural order, parents 
are then dependent on children 
to 


tell them what to do.

that it Is Divine law as distinguished from human law. 


Law and God's Truth are inseparable".and the same. 
What 


isn't God's Truth isn't law. It's like theiold saying'"the king can 
do.no wrong," which means, that if the, monarch does wrong It 
was the action of the man and not the king. 


I learned among other things that a strict application of law- 


real law—cannot work injustice.

Tho Skies of Colorado. 


Our skies in spring are 
different 


from those ef the rest of the world. 
\Ve have not here the soft, gray mix- 
ture of sky and clouds which seems 
to hug the treetops and breaks into 
tears us .naturally as the heroine of 
the old time novel. Each season has 
its own peculiar sky In Colorado, 
though, the summer skies do somehow 
overflow and crop up unexpectedly In 
the midst of ail seasons.

When spring comes this metallic 
luster softens to a blue lightened with 
purple and just touched with .silvery

will be here—a deep, rich, vivid, living, 
strangely glowing bine, a blue that hna 
all the warmth and fire crimson. :Thnt 
is the mountain, blue," and you seldom 
see it more than thirty miles:from the 
foothills, 
put on ..the plains the rich 


blue lightens aud Is streaked and glaz- 
ed with gold. Then, comes fall, and n 
gentle purple tone creeps Into the deep 
blue of the mountains and the-jjoldcn 
tints of tho plains. . And then comes 
winter, with its steel color ngnin. 'And 
every now and. Ihc'n,' no matter what 
the season, the summer sky\snddchl.v 
opens above you, perhaps for hours, 
perhaps for weeks, a reminder that, 
this Is, after nil, a summer Jand-and 
that the empress of UieseasonsJs keep-, 
ing watch over lier own.—Tloeky Moun- 
tain News.
